Lonon, July S—(CCP)—An Alr 
Ministry statement today sald that 
five German submarines were at- 
tacked by British warplanes with- 
in flve days last month and in each 
case oll patches were seen on the 
surface after the attacks—usually 
considered evidence that a sub- 
marine has been destroyed.

An unidentified number of ‘French officers ond seamen 
who elected to continue the fight alongside the British are 
staying aboard their ships awaiting orders. 

The newspoper La Reforme published a British Admiral- 
ty order permitting the repatriation of Frenchmen who pre- 
fer going home to continuing the war.

AGREEMENT REACHED 

“1. To put his ships in a condition in which they could 
not go to sea,

ing certain portions of armament and placing them under the 
care of French authorities ashore. 

"3. To reduce the crews, in order to leave sufficient only 
for care and maintenance. This is being done now and crews 
who are leaving are being sent to etre to be sent to France 
later as decided by the French Admiralty. 

“For their part, the British govemment has guaranteed 
supplies and the pay of men running the maintenance of the 
ships, and also their retum to France at the end of the war.

Application Forms 


|Now Available For 
iEntry into U. S. 


Application forms for passports 
for entry into the United States are 
now available at the post office but 
only in Mmited quantities, accord- 
ing to a report from post office of- 
ficials this morning. 

A rush of inquirers depleted the 
Initial stocks of forms which were 
sent to the local offize when it 
first became necessary to obtain 
passports for entry into the States. 
but this was caused by numbers of 
people acquiring forms who had but 
the slightest intention of visiting 
south of ‘the border at the present 
time. “In many cases, forms 
were asked for by persons who in- 
tended making a visit to the United 
States next December,” stated Post- 
master Trualsch this morning, “but 
in the future we intend to question 
applicants regarding their inten- 
tion before giving them the forms.” 

With the rush of printing new 
tax forms, etc. the Government 
printing press at Ottawa had been 
working day and night for the past 
few weeks and only a limited quan- 
tity of passport forms were ayail- 
able to each office, making the 
above restrictlons necessary if the 
forms were to be available to those 
actually intending to visit the Un-

(The gendarmes are not part of 
the Japanese army.) 
A Japanese spokesman sald the 
gendarmes entered the area to safe- 
guard Gen. Toshizo Nishio, Com- 
mander-in-chief of Japanese forces 
in China, 
Col. Peck, who indicated inform- 
ally that no apology would be forth- 
coming, sald today he had asked 
the Japanese to explain additional 
violations of the agreement. 

He declared Japanese attempted 
to drive two tanks into the zone 
Sunday but were stopped by a 
marine patrol and that Japanese 
drove 1235 motor trucks into the 
area yesterday. 

Col, Peck said Re also had point- 
ed out to Miura the “discourtesy” 
of the Japanese in failing to inform 
the Aniericans of Nishio’s entrance 
into the American sector Sunday. 

Yesterday the Marine Comman- 
der said the Japanese gendarmes 
“were given exactly the same con- 
sideration and treatment as any 
man we arrest, including a medical

Italian Navy Desires to Achieve 
‘Glory’ Comparable to That of 


\Italian Armies in Ethiopia 





London, July $—(CP)—Informed 
sources asserted today that a de- 
Sire of the Italian navy to achieve 
“glory” comparable to that gained 
by Italy's army and air force in 
Ethiopia and Spain was a factor in 
Ttalian entrance into the war. 

They said the navy had shown a 
definitely “pro-war” attitude for 
some time. 

These sources said they believed 
Italy would be unable “at present” 
to replace submarines at the rate 
British forces are sinking them, 
which is estimated generally to ex- 
ceed the rate of destruction of 
German submarines. 

They eptimated 60 per cent of all 
Italian naval personnel had been 
conscripted. 

These sources sald the new 35,000- 
ton battleships Vittorio Veneta and 
Littorio “probably” had completed 
thelr trials, but suggested that Italy 
might “prefer” to keep them out of 
action in the immediate future. 

The same‘sources estimated Italy's 
battleship strength at five ships,“in- 
cluding the Vittorio Veneto, the 
Littorio and three 27,000-ton ves- 
sels, which have been reconstruct- 
ed. 





* Construction Delayed 


They recalled that the Italian 
naval under-secretary, in a state- 
ment a month ago, had said that 
construction of two new crulsers 
was being delayed “in favor™ of new 
destroyers and submarines. This 
action was ‘nterpreted here . as 
due to a shortage of material. 

Italian ships are equipped with 
modern gunnery control and “there 
is no reason to suppose their fir- 
ing wi not be effective,” it was 
stated, 

Italian naval morale was des- 
cribed as “undoubtedly higher* now 
than a few years ago. 

“Pascism.” these sources said, 
“probably improves the discipline of 
the fighting service in a country 
lke that.” : 

While the Italian air force and 
army returned nome from Ethiopia 
and Spain “covered with medals 
and glory,” the navy has had no 
chance to show its worth, it was ex- 
plained, and this, added to Italian 
dislike of British naval dominance 
in the Mediterranean, probably has 
fostered a more warlike feeling in 
the navy than in the other branches.

They will call upon household- 
ers regardless of creed or nationality in an appeal to 
salvoge all disused materials, metals ,rubber, rags, that 
an the immediate future will be used in an important war 
effort. 


They ask you to start now ond save magazines, 
boxes, cartons, bogs, wrapping paper, all kinds of clean 
or dirty rogs, burlap, twine, carpets, canvas, etc. Metals 
such as copper, brass, zinc, lead, aluminum, cast iron, 
stove lids, pieces of stoves, in fact any old iron, steel, 
and wrought iron, are vital necessities in the drive for in- 
creased ingredients for war materials.

Caira, Egypt, July 17 (AP). —
